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Tie-Breaking Procedures

To Break a Tie Within a Division 
If, at the end of the regular season, two or more clubs in 

the same division finish with identical won-lost-tied per- 

centages, the following steps will be taken until a champi- 

on is determined. 

1. Head-to-head (best won-lost-tied percentages in 
games between the clubs). 

2. Best won-lost-tied percentage in games played within 
the division. 

3, Best won-lost-tied percentage in games played within 
the conference. 

4, Best won-lost-tied percentage in common games (if 
applicable). 

5, Best net points in division games. 

6. Best net points in all games. 

7. Strength of schedule. 

8. Best net touchdowns in all games. 

9. Coin toss. 


To Break a Tie for the Wild Card Team 
If it is necessary to break ties to determine the two wild- 
card clubs from each conference, the following steps will 
be taken. 
1. If the tied clubs are from the same division, apply divi- 
sion tie-breaker. 
2. If the tied clubs are from different divisions, apply the 
following steps: 


Two Clubs 

1. Head to head, if applicable. 

2. Best won-lost-tied percentage in games played within 
the conference.

THE SERIES...The Browns lead the regular 
series with the Jets, 8-5, and hold a 1-0 advantage as 
the result of their unforgettable 1986 playoff game 
when the Browns took a thrilling 23-20 decision in 
double overtime at Cleveland Stadium. The last time 
the two teams met was on September 16 last season at 
Giants Stadium in the Meadowlands. After Eric Metcalf 
returned the opening kickoff 98-yards for a TD, the Jets 
came back to take a 24-7 halftime lead. The Browns 
rallied with two second half TD’s, but fell on the short 
end of a 24-21 score. The Browns won the first six 
games in the series, beginning with the first ABC-TV 
Monday Night Game of the Week in Cleveland on 
September 21, 1970 (31-21 Cleveland win). Aside from 
the 1986 playoff thriller, there were two other overtime 
contests between the two teams in 1978 and 1979. A21-

yard Don Cockroft field goal after 3:07 ticked away in 
the overtime gave the Browns a 37-34 decision in 
Cleveland on December 10, 1978. In the opening game 
of the 1979 season in N.Y. (September 3), Cockroft 
booted a 35-yarder with four seconds left in regulation 
play and a 27-yarder with 15 seconds remaining in the 
overtime for a 25-22 win. The last time the two teams 
met in Cleveland was September 17, 1989 when 73,516 
fans saw QB Bernie Kosar throw three TD passes (15 for 
30, 196 yards) in a 38-24 triumph. Point average for 
the two teams in this series is (including playoff game): 
Browns 312 pts.22.3 avg., Jets 291 pts.- 20.8 avg. 
BILL SAYS...‘We've done some good things in 
the first four games, but our inconsistency has slowed 
us down.

Basically our goal is to remove the inconsistencies, not 
be so up and down. ..I thought we had a productive 
week during the bye. We kept a regular schedule and 
worked on the things we need to improve. We worked 
on running the ball better; stopping the run and we 
emphasized getting better field position with our spe- 
cial teams.” 

ON THE JETS.. .“The one thing that impresses 
you right away when you look at the Jets is how hard 
they are playing on every down. They’ve had some 
tough, tough losses against the Bills and at Chicago in 
overtime and those are two of the best teams in the 
league. They have a number of big play players on 
offense with receivers like (Al) Toon and (Rob) Moore 
and a back like Blair Thomas. (Ken) O’Brien is a 
veteran quarterback who has seen it all and that’s a 
good offensive line in front of him. They really attack 
on defense and you see that with every game you look 
at. They are as aggressive as any team we've played so 
far and the fact that they held Buffalo to 23 points and 
Chicago to 19 in five quarters indicates they're playing 
very good team defense.” 

NUMBER ONE. ..Bernie Kosar is the league’s 
only starting quarterback without an interception so 
far this season. The 27-year-old, seven-year veteran 
owns the NFL’s all-time lowest interception ratio, 2.50. 
The 49ers’ Joe Montana is second at 2.68. Kosar has not 
thrown an interception since last Dec. 16 against 
Atlanta when CB Deion Sanders stole one. That's a 
string of 138 throws without a theft (Kosar missed the 
final two games of 1990 with a broken thumb he 
suffered in first quarter of the Falcon game).

WMMS comes on with its “Tail- 
gate Party” live from Champions at 11:00 a.m. THE 
BILL BELICHICK SHOW, hosted by Nev Chandler, a 
seven-year veteran of Browns’ broadcasting, will fol- 
low. Chandler handles the play-by-play, while Doug 
Dieken, also in his seventh year on Browns’ radio, does 
the color commentary. Mueller hosts a pre-game and 
halftime show and joins Dieken as co-host of the post- 
game show from the lockerroom. The “Fifth Quarter,” 
a2 1/2 hour post-game show from Champions, fea- 
tures former Brown Al “Bubba” Baker, Casey Coleman 
and Dan Coughlin as co-hosts. WMMS will carry a 
post-game “Tailgate Party” from Champions. r
